Rumor

sweeping from Beaumont across 
the Coachella Valley to Indio with 
regard to the proposed $10,000,­ 
000 Guiberson cement plant were 
sifted by The Desert Sun this 
week and found to lack authenti­ 
city or foundation. 
Residents of Beaumont, Ban­ 
ning and Indio yesterday were 
trying to ascertain if S. Guiber­ 
son Jr. had started construction 
of the cement plant four and one- 
half miles from Palm Springs. 


"WE HEARD he has already 
started in hope of beating the ad­ 
option of the Zoning ordinance 
by the Riverside County Supervi­ 
sors," was one report that filtered 
across long distance telephone 
line to the editorial department 
of The Desert Sun. 
A check of the area found no 
indication of construction activ­ 
ity. It was learned later, how­ 
ever, core-drilling for samples of 
the limestone on the mountain, 
Guiberson claims has a 40-year 
supply of cement, is going on. 


LAST NIGHT the promotor of 
the cement plant was in Indio, 
meeting with proponents of the 
project in that city. At 7:45 p.m. 
Guiberson was heard over station 
KREO, Indio. 
In his air talk, the Texas mil­ 
lionaire recited the long struggle 
he had in otaining surplus gov­ 
ernment equipment for the oper­ 
ation of the cement plant and the 
method by which he was ordered 
to pay for this machinery. 


HE TOLD his listeners th a t, 
Riverside county would suffer if < 
the cement plant was barred from 1 
operation. He also stated, that the 
people of Palm Springs have 
been misled by slanted stories in 
Riverside county newspapers, op­ 
posed to the erection of the plant, 
and paid broadcasts over radio 
stations sponsored by opponents 1 
of the proposition. 
County Counselor Earl Redwine 
yesterday declared that Mr. Gui­ 
berson could do anything he 
wanted to about the erection of 
the cement plant.

Employment at New 
High During July 


Factory em ploym ent in Cali­ 
fornia again increased sharply in 
July, announced Paul Scharren- 
berg, director of industrial rela­ 
tions. 
Based on prelim inary tabula­ 
tions it is estim ated that 492,000 
production 
w orkers 
w ere 
em ­ 
ployed in California plants in 
m id-July com pared w ith 471,000 
in June, and 475,000 in Ju ly of 
last year. 
If clerical, sales, adm inistrative 
and other non-factory workers 
are included, total em ploym ent 
in C alifornia m anufacturing in­ 
dustries reached 735,400 in July, 
an increase of nearly 23,000 from 
June, and a gain of more than 
31,000 from July, 1947. 
The sharp rise in July is due 
prim arily to the usual seasonal 
rise in the canning and lum ber 
industries. 
In addition, signific­ 
ant em ploym ent increases w ere 
reported by the following indus­ 
tries: 
A pparel, iron and steel 
products, 
aircraft, 
electrical 
equipm ent and automobiles. 
In the durable goods group as 
a whole, plant em ploym ent rose 
to 271.600 
production 
workers 
from 266,700 in the preceding 
month. 
The num ber of factory workers 
in nondurable goods industries 
jum ped from 204,400 in June to 
220,400, th e highest Ju ly total on 
record.

Of State Benefits 


C om paratively few widows and 
children of deceased w ar v eter­ 
ans residing in Riverside county, 
are taking advantage of sta te fi­ 
nancial help, in furthering the 
education of the veteran’s chil­ 
dren, according to Jam es E. C arl- 
sen, county veterans service of­ 
ficer. 
Carlsen urged those who plan 
to take advantage of the state 
benefits, to complete application 
procedure in tim e for the school 
term. He said full inform ation as 
to the eligibility is available at 
his office in the Memorial A udi­ 
torium , Riverside. 


IF A VETERAN died as a re ­ 
sult of m ilitary service in either 
of the 
tw o 
W orld W ars, 
his 
widow—provided she has not re ­ 
m arried—and his children may 
receive up to $40 a month to help 
com plete their education, C arl­ 
sen said. A dopted and stepchil­ 
dren are included. 
And those benefits are in ad d i­ 
tion to any Federal pensions re ­ 
ceived through the V eterans A d­ 
m inistration, he said. 


THE $40 A MONTH is the m ax ­ 
imum available to widows and 
children whose training is on the 
college or trade school level. The 
widow m ay get it for as m uch as 
four years, the children until their 
education is completed, or up to 
age 27. 
C hildren in* high school m ay 
get $20 a month in these S tate 
paym ents, he said.

Jam es E. W olseth, delegate to 
the convention of International 
Lions clubs in New York City 
gives his im pressions of the m eet­ 
ing and M anhattan in the follow­ 
ing letter: 
Byrdcliffe, Woodstock, N.Y. 
A ugust 1, 1948 
Dear Les and Fellow Lions: 
I returned to W oodstock last 
week tired but happy to have 
been able to atten d the Lions 
International convention in New 
York City Ju ly 25 to 29. And 
w hat an im pressive gathering it 
was! Thanks for sending m e as 
your delegate because it was a 
glorious experience. 
Upon arriv al by bus on Sun­ 
day afternoon I w ent to Madison 
Square G ardens w hich w as the 
convention hall and w here I had 
credentials certified, secured 
'lie official program and hospi­ 
tality booklet and then visited 
the states’ booths w hich were set 
up to extoll the m erits of each 
state. T hought I should have had 
some of our new C athedral City 
folders along! The H aw aiian dele­ 
gates m ade a big hit by distrib­ 
uting 30,000 orchids flown over 
from the Islands for the occasion. 
A labam a 
distributed 
m iniature 
bales of cotton and Florida had 
a very p retty 
girl giving out 
orange juice to thirsty wolves. 
This was the best of all for it 
was hot and hum id w eather. The 
California-N evada group wore the 
early California Don dress, the 
Texans gay W estern outfits and 
the C anadians m aple leaf em ­ 
blems on gold and purple jackets. 


THE 
M A I N 
CONVENTION 
session opened on Monday m or­ 
ning w ith a sincere welcoming 
address 
from 
M ayor 
W illiam 
O’Dwyer. Tom Dewey was sched­ 
uled to speak also but had to 
cancel a t the last moment, the 
audience giving a big groan w hen 
this was announced. A fter other 
speeches w ere m ade, a very im ­ 
pressive flag presentation cere­ 
mony o f all the nations repre­ 
sented in Lions International was 
held. A girl in the native costume 
of each country presented her 
country’s flag w hich was flanked 
w ith two honor guards. A bugler 
gave the call to colors and the 
national anthem of each flag was 
played. 
One of the 
m ost im pressive 
highlights of the entire conven­ 
tion was the Lions parade along 
th e streets of New York, and I 
w as glad w e had grandstand seats 
because it w ent on for two and 
a half hours. T here were m any 
beautiful 
floats 
and 
colorful 
bands w ith prqncing m ajorettes. 
It was televised and described 
for a netw ork of listeners. The 
arm y had planes flying in form a­ 
tion overhead. It was just begin­ 
ning to get d ark w hen the pa­ 
rade ended having started at six 
o’clock w hen th e shadows had 
begun to fall. Good judgm ent on 
the part of the hosts. 


EACH NIGHT throughout the 
convention we w ere entertained 
w i t h excellent

G arden, 
and 
each night w e w ondered how it 
could ever be im proved upon. 
One night the Lions m aster of 
cerem onies asked th at all the 
lights be turned off, and on sig­ 
nal 30,000 people each lit a m atch. 
They w ere seated on the m ain 
floor and in th ree tiers of bal­ 
conies, so you can im agine w hat I 
a sight it made. 
C alifornia P resentation Night 
w as highlighted w ith the intro­ 
duction of Lions 
International 
officers and directors, first being 
Fred 
W. 
Sm ith, 
International 
president 
from 
V entura, 
C ali­ 
fornia, who led th e grand march. 
A ll C alifornia-N evada delegates 
joined in the grand m arch as es­ 
corts to the officers. A nother fea­ 
tu re of the evening w as opera 
singer Jan Pearce w ho gave gen­ 
erously of his m agnificent voice 
in m any encores. 


AT THE CALIFORNIA State 
breakfast Tuesday morning in the 
Waldorf Astoria, where most of 
the 
California 
delegates 
were 
housed, our desert area was well 
represented with Lloyd Simon 
and Rev. Macartney from Palm 


Springs, Boyington Jones from 
Coachella 
and 
Jam es 
W olseth 
from C athedral City. F rank Shu- 
felt and his w ife segmed like our 
own 
desert 
group. 
President 
Sm ith gave an interesting talk 
on various aspects of Lionism 
and we enjoyed a w onderful ham 
and egg breakfast even though it 
cost $3.50, ex tra coffee furnished. 
W ith breakfast over m ost of us 
w ent to th e convention hall to 
ponder the m erits of the candi­ 
dates who had been nom inated 
th at m orning. 
It was quite a 
Philadelphia show w ith dem on­ 
strations and bands for each fa­ 
vorite son and the chairm an be­ 
hind schedule, pounding the gavel 
for order to proceed. By noon 
hunger prevailed and we left the 
hall for a late lunch at the A uto­ 
mat. 
H aving heard speeches all m or­ 
ning I decided to go on a Rocke­ 
feller C enter and N.B.C. tour that 
afternoon. T he visibility from the 
cloud scraper was excellent and 
we zoomed to the 71st floor in 
less than a m inute. 
A fter com pleting the tour we 
w ere told th a t we had covered 
alm ost tw o m iles of w alking, but 
even my feet didn’t realize it. 
One interesting feature is that 
this building houses 30,000 people, 
virtually a city w ithin a city. Our 
pretty 
girl 
g u i d e 
w e called 
“M ary” and w e her “little lam bs.” 
M ary m ust average five or six 
tours a day. Had two hours of 
m uch needed rest at the hotel and 
then off to a reception at the 
W aldorf for the Southern C ali­ 
fornia delegates. A bowl of ice 
cubes doesn't last long in New 
Y ork in Ju ly w eather! 
H aving 
been tipped off not to miss the 
big International N ight Revue we 
thanked our congenial hosts and 
taxied over to G allagher’s restau­ 
rant, fam ous for its good food. 
W ith the convention hall only a 
few 
blocks 
aw ay 
we 
w alked 
there, but w ere delayed slightly 
by Lloyd Sim on who gave out his 
cards to likely female prospects^ 
—pictorial post cards of our d e s-' 
e rt southland! 


THE CONVENTION HALL was 
jam -packed 
but 
we 
managed 
seats in the crows nest gallery 
and thoroughly enjoyed the danc­ 
ing of the 
Roxyettes, 
clowns, 
singers and w acky comedians. I 
raise my hat to Lion Sidney Page 
of. Chicago w ho produced this 
spectacle. 
The lure of Broadw ay drew 
m ost of . the 
crowd 
after the 
show, while some w ent to the In 
ternational ball held in several 
of the large hotels. I w ent to 
bed early—in the m orning, th at 
is—so as to be som ewhat fresh 
for the 7:30 breakfast at the Wal 
dorf w ith the other droopy Cali 
fornia delegates. We w ere given 
a talk on th e political situation 
w ithin the organization and also 
given recom m endations as to can­ 
didates. It w as decided among 
the delegates of California to give 
a good television set as a token 
of esteem to F red Sm ith, retiring 
president of Lions International 
This was our last get-together 
breakfast and the serious busi 
ness of voting was the feature of 
the last m orning at the conven­ 
tion hall. Each delegate showed 
his credential card 
w hich was 
picked up and he w as then given 
a ballot to m ark. This he dropped 
in a sealed box. The process was 
simple and quick w hich it had 
to be to accom m odate so m any 
thousands. The convention session 
was adjourned at noon after the 
singing of A uld Lang Syne. It 
was interesting to observe how 
m uch exhileration and excitem ent 
a convention such as this can 
generate, and thanks again C a­ 
thedral Lions for giving me the 
opportunity of being p art of it.

supplied by the city treasury, A l­ 
w orth stated. 
A cting under regulations of the 
state hihgw ay commission, coun­ 
cil W ednesday voted to sealcoat 
19 miles of city streets of m ajor 
im portance, repair of some and 
install curbs on others. 
The form al resolution is neces­ 
sary in order to use this city’s 
share of the state gasoline tax, 
it w as learned.

Poliomyelitis 


By R. S. W ESTPHAL, M.D. 
County Health Officer 
In cooperation w ith the R iver­ 
side County M edical association. 


In view of the apparent con­ 
cern of the public of Riverside 
county, comments relative to in­ 
fantile paralysis or polio are in 
order. While other parts of the 
state have been having large 
numbers of cases this year, River­ 
side county has been very for­ 
tunate. 
One reason for this is 
that epidemics of polio usually 
occur at intervals of two to three 
years with few cases in between 
the 
epidemic 
years. 
In 
1946 
Riverside county had the biggest 
epidemic in the last twenty years 
of its history. 
H ow Confagious Is If? 
The present trend in medical 
thought regarding polio is that 
patients can be admitted to gen­ 
eral medical wards of any hos­ 
pital with only a few individual 
isolation 
precautions; 
in 
fact 
some states now require that the 
patient with polio be isolated 
only until the tem perature is 
normal, and there is no quaran­ 
tine of the family. 
There is 
ample reason for this opinion. 
How D oes It Compare in 
Severity With Other Diseases? 
It is felt by many medical au­ 
thorities that the importance of 
lolio as a severe disease is much 
xaggerated. 
A study of 
the 
causes of death in the State of 
California in 1946 indicates that 
even though it was an epidemic 
year for polio, the number of 
deaths wa relatively small yvhen 
compare . t > other communicable 
disease^. During 94 . there weie 
49 dea.hs from polio in young

people under 20 years of age. 
There were about as many or 
more deaths from each of many 
diseases 
i n c l u d i n g 
measles, 
whooping cough, diphtheria, in­ 
fluenza, and meningitis. While it 
seems hard to believe, there were 
almost four times as many deaths 
from cancer and other tumors 
and ten times as many deaths 
from diarrhea and intestinal dis­ 
eases in people under 20 years of 
age than there were from polio. 
Acute 
communicable 
diseases 
such as chicken pox, smallpox, 
diphtheria, measles and whooping 
cough 
have 
never been con­ 
trolled by isolation and quaran­ 
tine measures and the same holds 
true for polio. Most of the prev­ 
ious diseases mentioned can be 
controlled by vaccination but un­ 
fortunately such a measure is not 
yet available for polio. 
How Does It A ffect the Victim? 
It has been stated by several 
authorities on polio that there 
are 
probably several 
hundred 
people who are exposed to the 
germ and have the germ in their 
throats or intestines without hav­ 
ing any symptoms, for every one 
case which is recognized as polio. 
The majority of people affected 
by the germ have only slight tem­ 
porary 
muscle 
weakness; 
a 
smaller 
proportion 
have 
very 
mild paralysis; 
relatively few 
have severe paralysis; and a still 
smaller proportion die from the 
disease. The death rate was only 
2.2 per cent of all cases in the 
1946 outbreak in California. This 
varies some with different epi­ 
demics. 
Because of this wide 
range of severity, a diagnosis is 
frequently extremely difficult ex­ 
cept in more severe cases.

“I Rise to Remark"

Honorable Harry S. Truman 
President of the United States 
The White House 
My dear Mr. President: 
I have a problem. You are the 
only one who can help me solve 
it. I represent a district in which 
about three hundred thousand 
people live, and they are very 
fine people, and intelligent peo­ 
ple. In fact, I consider them above 
the average intelligence of the 
country. They are interested in 
domestic and international mat­ 
ters. If I had space, I’d explain 
why I say these things. Perhaps 
when you were a Senator from 
Missouri, you thought the same 
of the people of that state, so 
you’ll understand my position 
now. 
Now Mr. President, my prob­ 
lem is this: what am I going to 
tell my people about this special 
session and about your message 
on July 27th? You went over to 
Philadelphia and you cheered up 
a convention of vour party by 
coming out of your corner fight­ 
ing, and announcing you were 
going to call a special session of 
Congress. You hadn't discussed 
this with your leaders, nor with 
ours; you did it under the "ex­ 
traordinary occasion” provision 
of the Constitution. What shall 
I tell my people was “extraor­ 
dinary" about it? 
’ 
What shall I tell them about the 
situation in Berlin? Maybe that 
was 
“extraordinary," 
but you 
didn’t say a word about that, all 
the time we were here. 
One of our committees did hear 
witnesses who had worked in the 
communist movement, and gave 
names and addresses of govern­ 
ment appointees who had given 
secret information to the Rus­ 
sians. You said that was a “red 
herring," although it was con­ 
firmed by FBI records. That’s go­ 
ing to be hard for me to explain. 
Why wouldn’t you permit the 
records of these employees, who 
were really accused of treason, 
to be sent to the Congress? I 
won’t know how to explain your 
position on that. 
What troubles me more, is an 
apparent inconsistency about the 
cost of living problem. You said 
a year ago that inflation was our 
most serious threat, and that gov­ 
ernm ent spending was the cause 
of inflation. You say (on July 
27th) that the cost of living is so 
serious that Congress has to do 
something about it. I won’t argue 
that now. Personally I don’t think 
Congress has any patent medicine 
for sale. What troubles me is that 
in the same speech you proposed 
the expenditure of billions of 
dollars for cheap houses for low 
income groups, which everyone 
admits would increase inflation, 
besides not getting any more 
houses built. You want the cost 
of living reduced, yet your mes­ 
sage, if we had accepted your 
recommendations, would have in­ 
creased government expenditures 
ov about 50% and put the nation 
ten billions a year in the red, 
instead of in the black, as Con­ 
gress has been trying to keep it. 
Mr. President, these things con­ 
cern me. How in the world am I 


going to explain your message to 
my people at home?

One expert observer, said Raw- 
son. reported that taxes paid by 
every producer, w orker, dealer 
and distributor of building m a­ 
terials are compounded and con­ 
servatively account fo r over 50 
per cent of increased costs. 
A nother authority, he said, is 
pointing out that th e increased 
cost of governm ent m eans that 
$2670 of a $10,000 house is taxes 
and th at $1380 of this tax cost 
has been added since 1939. 
•‘O thers,” said Rawson. "report 
that taxes have added $1155 to 
the cost of an $8000 house since 
1940. Of the $8000 cost, approx.- 
m ately $2136 must be used to 
pay taxes at present rates.______ 


“The 1939 cost of Federal gov­ 
ernm ent was $46 per person. To­ 
day this cost, in the form of vis­ 
ible and hidden taxes, is more 
than $300 per person.
